Spokane, Wash., Aug. 24.—It is be­ 
lieved that more than 200 persons, 
nearly all fire fighters, perished in 
the Idaho forest fires. Superintendent 
Weifcle of the Couer d’Alene National 
forest, after receiving many reports 
a (of disaster to various parties of his 
six hundred employes, posted a bul­ 
letin today in his office at Wallace 
announcing the death of 118 of the 
men, and also stated his grave con­ 
cern for the safety of Ranger Joseph 
B. Halm, and .74 men who were sur­ 
rounded by the fire Saturday night in 
the forest on the Big FVxrk of the 
Lour d Alene river near wherv* anoth­ 
er party lost thirteen men. 
The charred bodies of twenty fire 
lighters were found yesterday on Sei­ 
zer creek in the St. Joe country. Two 
burned Japanese dragged themselves 
to Avery, idaho, last. night and told 
of the death of ten of their comrades. 
I he twelve men,, em ploy es of the Mil­ 
waukee railroad, had gone out to 
fight fire and had been surrounded 
by flames, only two men escaping 
death. 
The number of deaths in the state 
of Washington was reduced to three, 
all in the Pend d’Orellle valley. One 
of these victims, Mrs. Ernest Deine- 
hardt, wife of a rancher, was the on- 
1> woman know'n to have been burn­ 
ed to death in any of the fires. It 
will be seen -that nearly all the dead 
were fire fighters. The wholesale loss 
of life included Saturday afternoon 
and night, when great bodies of men 
were striving to check the flames in 
order to save the various towns that 
were threatened. The names of many 
of the dead will never be known. The 
rangers employed all the able bodied 
men whom they could press into the 
service. 
When the groups of fire 
fighters were overwhelmed, the camps 
were also destroyed, the clothes were 
burned off the bodies of the men and 
the bodies of the dead were often 
so charred that searchers stepped on 
them ,.thinking they were pieces of 
burned logs. The fire obliterated the 
trails and the burned country is dif­ 
ficult to go through because of fall­ 
en trees. 
With these towns out of danger, 
and the settlers fled to places of saf­ 
ety, the rangers were able to devote 
themselves entirely today to the sav­ 
ing of trees. Various fires are isolat­ 
ed and will die out for lack of food. 
In Montana rain and snow fell, check 
ing the flames. In Spokane today the 
sun shone clear and even in Wallace 
the smoke cloud was lifted. 
Hopeful reports Come In. 
Missoula, Mont., Aug. 24.—Today’s 
development in the forest fire situa­ 
tion in (Montana have been of an en­ 
couraging nature. 
For the first time in several days 
the sun shone through the pall of 
smoke that has hung over Missoula 
and hopeful reports came in from all 
directions. Men hitherto reported as 
missing are fifing found. The inten­ 
sity of the flames is greatly reduced 
by the snow and rain of last night, 
all towns in the fire-swept districts 
are out of danger. 
From the mass of sensational re­ 
ports sent out early in the week 
there are only nine authentic cases 
of death in Montana. 
Telegraph and telephone communi­ 
cation is being re-established and the 
railroads are forwarding relief and 
repair supplies for the restoration 
of their lines. 


Pawhuska. Okla., Aug. 24.—An at­ 
tempt in which it was alleged land 
grabers sought to gain possession of 
the one million dollar government 
Indian school at Chilocco, in north­ 
ern Oklahoma near the Kansas stat** 
line today was laid before the con­ 
gressional committee which is inves­ 
tigating 'Indian alnd contracts. 
The school 
comprises 
numerous 
stone buildings and eight thousand 
acres of land, and is open to all In­ 
dian children except those of what 
are known as the Five Civilized Tribe 
in this state. The land is valued by 
the officials at $400,000 and the build­ 
ings at $600,000. 
Representations had been made at 
Washington, it was stated, that the 
buildings are d ep ila ted , the farm 
lands of little value and that indian 
refused to send their children to the 
school. 
The committee headed by Repre­ 
sentative Charles H. Burke, chair­ 
man of the house committee on In­ 
dian affairs, made a thorough inspec­ 
tion of the place. The equipment was 
said to be in excellent condition and 
the farm lands among the most pro­ 
ductive in the state. For the govern­ 
ment to close up the institution and 
sell out the lands would be to rob 
the Indians of one of their chief 
sources of education, said an offi­ 
cial. The land grabbers, it is allleged. 
have had agents working at Wash- 
ington in an effort to get the gov­ 
ernment to sell 
the 
property 
for 
practically nothing.

Smoke Shots Out Sunlight. 
Denver, Colo., Aug. 24.—^Shutting 
out the brilliant sunshine, a blanket 
of smoke three thousand feet thick 
drifted over Colorado today, coming 
from the forest fires 800 miles away. 
The entire northwest portion of the 
state is covered by the pall which is 
drifting southeast at the rate of for­ 
ty miles an hour. Through it at 3 p. 
in., the sun shone

plains are enshrouded and for fifty 
miles up narrow canyons sight is im­ 
possible to see from wall to wall. At 
Denver, approximately a mile above 
sea level, the smoke appears as a 
thin fog.

All features of 
the Oklahoma City removal bill voted 
upon June ll are under temporary 
injunction issued by the Ix)gan coun­ 
ty district court. This includes the 
$600,000 appropriation carried in the 
act. 
The latest move on Guthrie’s part 
was obtaining a temporary injunction 
through Judge Huston's court last 
night against removal of the records 
of the state bank commissioner from 
here to Oklahoma City. A portion of 
the office records were loaded on a 
transfer wagon last night to be taken 
to the Santa Fe depot wrhen Sheriff 
Mahoney served the court’s process, 
and. taking charge of the records, 
had them adored in a transfer house. 
On the door of the bank commission, 
er’s office this notice is posted: “This 
office is closed. The bank commission­ 
ers are in Oklahoma City.” 
Attorneys representing Guthrie to­ 
day secured an

transfer man, preventing him from 
hauling or releasing the records for

submitted June ll was legal. Senator 
Campbell Russell, father of_the New'

in November, stated today that he 
is preparing the official argument, 
carrying the proposition to the peo­ 
ple. He issued a statement yesterday 
agreeing that if the Oklahoma City 
scheme worked out as it had been 
represented it w'ould accomplish prac­ 
tically what is proposed in his meas­ 
ure. However, the Senator says, he 
has not given his indorsement to the 
Oklahoma City scheme. 
‘Mf the supreme court does not act 
upon the Oklahoma City bill by day 
of election,” said the senator, “then 
I will have everything in readiness to 
submit the New' Jerusalem to a vote 
of the people. If the court holds the 
election of June ll was not a legal 
one, then there ie nothing to pre­ 
vent adoption of my bill, if the people 
so desire, for the election of June 
II will have not made a location. If 
on the other hand, the court sustains 
the Oklahoma City act, there will be 
no necessity of voting on the New 
Jerusalem measure unless than peo­ 
ple should conclude they did not 
want the results of the other election 
enforced.”

Wallace, Idaho, Aug. 24.—The lat­ 
est official reports received by Forest 
Supervisor Weigle placed the num­ 
ber of knowne dead in his territory 
at fifty-one, distributed as follows: 
Big Creek 13, Bullion 8, Wallace 3, 
Placer Creek 6, Seizer Creek, Avery 
Precinct 20, St. Joe I. 
In addition the supervisor has re­ 
ceived a telegram from a ranger to­ 
night reporting fifteen dead at Big 
Creek, but this is thought to refer to 
the district already recorded. 
The foresters at Bird Creek, for 
whom fears were entertained, report­ 
ed safely this evening to the super­ 
visor and the Ranger Rocks party on 
the north fork of the St. Joe River 
have lost but one man. Nothing offi­ 
cial has been yet received from Clear 
water or the head of the St. Joe, 
where Weigle has 185 men who be­ 
came separated from Dtputy Super­ 
visor Paines. 
Weigle reports two new fires, one 
one Grizzly Creek, a tributary of the 
north fork of the St. Joe, and tht 
other on the north fork and burning 
down toward Pritchard. Employes of 
the Hercules and Hecla mines at 
Burke have saved the great plants 
of these properties and 200 men are 
still guarding Humes carrying the 
town’s water supply. 
The official estimate of the destruc­ 
tion of timber says that IO per cent 
oi the Couer d’Alene foreot reserve is 
destroyed. 
This is considered conservative and 
with the other timber burned the loss 
from this source can not be leas than 


$20,000,000.
